Owing to the uneertainty of pradartion and its 
cost, new business in industrial branches of trade

The Poles announce that their resumed 
offensive has broken the enemy lines be- 
tween the Dwina and the Borysow.

The Petit Parisien announces that M. 
Millerand has given express instructions 
to the French representative at the 
Economic Conference in London not to 
associate himself with any decision which 
might be regarded as a recognition of the 
Moscow Government. 


The King’s birthday HP was 
celebrated in the usual manner in Hyde 
Park, London, on Saturday, the King 
taking the salute. President Wilson and 
His Majesty have exchanged complimen- 
tary messages. 

Speaking to a deputation from the 
National Union of Railwaymen, who 
waited upon him in London with regard 
to the refusal of Irish railway employés 
to handle munitions for the Army, Mr. 
Lloyd George said that the challenge that 
had been thrown down was at once accepted 
by the Government, and if the whole Irish 
traffic was suspended, the responsibility 
must rest with those who challenged the 
entire fabric of government. 

Addressing London’ railwaymen at 
Battersea last night, Mr. Thomas, M.P., 
replying to an interruption that the 
Executive were cowards for climbing down 
on the Irish dispute, declared that they 
would not endorse the murders in Ireland 
of innocent soldiers or policemén who were 
doing their duty. 

Sixteen boats were sunk on Saturday as 
the result of floods caused by the bursting 
of the gates of the Alfred Dock, near 
Wallasey.

The Munitions Strike. 


lf the Irish strike against the carriage 
of troops and munitions is maintained, 
it will be regarded as a declaration of 
war on the British Government, and will 
have no support from any section of the 
British people. These facts are made clear 
by the Prime Minister's statement, which 
is published: to-day, and by Mr. J. H. 
Thomas's speech yesterday at Battersea. 
Mr. Lloyd George spoke to the railway- 
men's deputation with a precision and 
decision which left nothing in doubt. The 
troops are in Ireland to protect the police. 
Trish dockers and railwaymen have de- 
cided to hamper their movements, and have 
invited the aid of British trade unionism 
for that purpose. The Prime Minister 
told Mr. Thomas and his colleagues that 
acceptance of that appeal would be an act 
of war not only against the present 
Government, but against government 
itself. Order must be restored in Ire 
land, and neither government nor trade 
could exist if any class of the community 
were permitted to enforce its demands, 
whether political or social, by direct action 
against the whole community. After—if 
not before—they heard Mr. Lloyd George 
the English railwaymen recognised that 
they could not fight the Irish strikers’ 
battle with the slightest prospect of 
success—that, if they chose to provoke 
a national crisis, they would be over- 
whelmed by the force oí an almost unani- 
mous public opinion. It was a wise and 
chastened Mr. Thomas who addressed his 
fellow-railwaymen at Battersea.. He has 
repudiated, and would like to be able to 
forget, his Polish adventure. He sees 
now that the challenge which the Irish 
strikers ask him to endorse would be a 
challenge to the British Constitution, ‘and 
is a menace to the very foundation of 
trade unionism. Once more the common- 
sense of British Labour has checked it on 
the top of the slope that leads to anarchy. 

The position to-day is clearly defined. 
Some hundreds of the London and North- 
Western Company’s Irish servants are on 
strike against the handling of munitions 
for the troops. On all, or nearly all, of 
the Irish railway systems men have re- 
fused to handle munitions and have 
announced their intention to refuse to} 
assist in the conveyance of soldiers. 
Hitherto these Irish companies have taken 
no action in the matter, but continued 
inaction obviously is impossible. The vital 
issue at stake must be settled very soon 
in one way or the other. British Labour 
has repudiated the strikers’ claim and 
will not finance them in any trial of 
strength with the railway companies. | 
There will be no “ sympathetic strikes “in 
Great Britain, whose railways and mercati- 
tile marine will continue to carry troops, 
and stores and munitions for them, to our 
Irish harbours. From those harbours, if 
all our railways are closed to-morrow, the 
Army s highly organised system of motor 
transport will carry the troops and stores 
to every part of the country. On the 
other hand, if the strike becomes general, 
the closing of the railways will affect 
Irish industry and commerce with an 
instant paralysis. Within a fortnight the 
country will be starving for lack of coal 
and other imported necessaries ; the Irish 
cattle trade will be killed; and the 
farmers’ produce will be left rotting on 
their hands. That is the situation which 
the strikers are facing today. We hope 
earnestly that they will accept the logic 
of facts and will decline to maintain a 
hopeless conflict at the expense of their 
own and their country’s most important 
interests. A conference will be held to- 
day between the London and North- 
Western Company and the strikers’ 
representatives. The crisis, we may 
believe, will be at an end throughout the 
country if the company’s men undertake 
to revert immediately to the principle of 
unconditional service. 

The mere label of “ politics’? seems to 
congeal the reasoning powers of the average 
Irishman. Because the present issue is 
political, people have been afraid to discuss 
its economic implications, and virtually 
the whole Irish Press has kept silence on 
a demand which affects vitally every com- 
mercial and industrial interest in the 
country. In this case the strikers claim 
the right to refuse to handle munitions 
for the troops. If the principle were con- 
ceded here, its application could not be 
confined to munitions. If railwaymen 
were allowed to pick and choose in this 
way, there is nothing that they could not 
choose as the subject of their next ex- 
periment, They might refuse, for instance, 
to drive trains which carried unpopular 
politiciahs or to convey cattle from the 
lands of a boycotted grazier. The Irish 
railways are now burdened with a vast 
wages bill, which has been increased by 
the latest decision of the National Wages 
Board. They are confronted with the pos- 
sible necessity of a further increase of 
their rates. The acceptance of a principle 
which might make strikes a matter of 
weekly occurrence would be the last straw: 
they would be unable to “carry on” at 
all. Then, as Mr. Thomas said at Batter. 
sea, if men may refuse to carry muni- 
tions, other men, with equal justice, may 
refuse to manufacture them—and. if 
munitions, why not anything or every- 
thing else? There is not a single busi- 
ness in Ireland which is not threatened 
by the present claim to the right of con- 
ditional service. For that reason, apart

To-morrow, at Chicago, the Fepubiican 
Convention will inaugurate the awe-in- 
spiring business of selecting the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Presidency of 
the United States. The method of 
selection is simple. The names of 


delegates continue to vote until some 
candidate gets a clear majority. This 
happens in due course as the delegates 
pledged to support the smaller fry declare 
their candidates’ chances hopeless and 
switch to one or other of the more likely. 
aspirants. Occasionally a candidate gets 
a clear majority at the first ballot, but 
quite often the competition between two 
strong men will result in the selection of 
a third and less distinguished nominee as 
a compromise. It is generally thought 
that much depends upon the party plat- 


before the balloting for the Presidential 
candidate. Sometimes the platform has 
the effect. of enhancing or diminishing a 
candidate's prospects. On this occasion it 
is not likely that the programme and prin- 
ciples to which the Convention will pledge 
itself will improve unduly the chances of 
either of the two most popular Republican 
candidates for the Presidency—General 
Leonard Wood and Senator Johnson. 
Neither is a man of outstanding intellect 
or high purpose, but of the two General 
Wood, who is a typical conservative of 
the bureaucratic type, a man with a cer- 
tain culture and some knowledge of the 
world, would be far more desirable tha. 
his rival. Senator Hiram Johnson is the 
typical western “ shirt-sleeve’’ politician, 
crude in thought and manner, without any 
knowledge or understanding of foreign 
affairs—indeed, without much knowledge 
or understanding of what is going on out- 
side the State of California. Though 
they profess the same brand of politics, 
the antagonism between General Wood 
and Senator Johnson and their respective 


followers is deep-rooted. It is still that 
antagonism between the “old line” Re- | 
publicans and the Progressives which split | 
the Republican vote m 1912, thereby 
letting in President Wilson. The same 
antagonism caused the State of California 
to reject Mr. Hughes in 1916, notwith- 
standing the formal and official burial of 
the hatchet, and President Wilson was | 
elected for a second term. 

It is by no means unlikely, therefore, 
that, if General Wood and Senator John- 
son develop anything like equal strength 
as the Convention proceeds, some “dark 
horse” may be selected. In certain 
quarters it is hoped that Mr. Herbert 
Hoover may be the ultimate nominee, but 
that is hardly probable. Although he is a 
Californian, and although it would flatter 
the west to elect a President for the first | 
time in history, Mr. Hoover's name is | 
anathema to the Johnsonites, who are | 
strongly opposed to the League of Nations, 
to the Peace Treaty, and to European 
entanglements. Their ideal of American 
foreign policy, in short, is to remain 
ignorant, to leave Europe to itself, and to 
twist the lion’s tail. Mr. Johnson is a 
“Hearst man,” though, as Mr. Hearst | 
professes to be a Democrat, he does not 
get that worthy’s official support. A more 
likely “compromise” candidate is 
Governor Lowden, a fairly intelligent man, 
with a safe, if unilluminated, record i 
politics and a blameless past. The choice 
really depends, not on the individual dele- 
gates to the Convention, but on the coterie 
of astute politicians, unknown, if not to 
fame, at least to excessive publicity,-who 
pull the strings that make the Convention 
puppets work. Their trouble is that, 
while Governor Lowden may look the part 


in the Republican Convention, he is not of |: 


real Presidential size. If the Republican 
“bosses ' feel that they can carry the 
country with a sgecontl-rate candidate, 
they may decide upon Governor Lowden 
or some similar nonentity as am easy way 
out of the Johnson-Wood impasse. On the 
other hand, if they feel that they must go 
“all out”? to beat the Democrats. the 
fight. between the “old line’ and the 
Progressive Republicans will be á 
outrance. It will be tempered, so far as 
Europe is concerned, with the knowledge 
that in neither case will the best man 
win. 


British Sport. 

On Saturday, at Stamford Hill, Mr. Z. 
Shimidzu beat Mr. Arthur Lowe in the 
final of the North London Tennis Cham- 
pionship. The new champion is a Japanese, 
and his victory over such an experienced | 
British player reminds us that Great | 
Britain’s supremacy in the world of sport | 
is being challenged seriously from many | 
directions. Twenty years ago an English- | 
man would have scorned the suggestion | 
that a Frenchman could box; yet to-day | 
Carpentier is the heavy-weight cham- 
pion, without a serious British rival. | 
Mr. Shimidzu is not the only foreigner | 
who can lower the colours of British tennis | 
players. Mdlle. Suzanne Lenglen at. 
present holds the Ladies’ Championship, | 
and will shortly defend her title at 
Wimbledon; while her countryman, M. | 
André Gobert, will give an excellent | 
account of himself in the Gentlemen’s| 
Singles. The fact that other nations are | 
beginning to win international games, how- 
ever, is no reflection on British sport. 
Britons play games because they like 
them. If a Chinaman wins the World's 
Tennis Championship next year, his yic- 
tory will not cause a single British player 
to forego his pleasant sets on summer 
evenings. The game, and not the Cham- 
pionship, is the thing. 


The Bank Rate. 


The possibility of a still higher Bank 
rate is beginning to make itself felt in’ 
financial circles. The recent rise has had 
a fairly good effect, but still there is a 
great demand for money, and the bank 
and currency note returns continue to 
cause a certain amount of uneasiness. The 
Economist index number of wholesale 
prices for May shows an average fall of 
1.5 per cent: Small as this improvement 
undoubtedly is, it is better than nothing. 
The higher bank rate has put a check on 
speculation, which was exceptionally active 
in the cotton trade. It has not put a stop 
to speculation, because the prizes are still 
so big that gamblers will risk a great 
deal to secure them. Undoubtedly, in- 
dustry and commerce in Great Britain 
are still suffering from a general feeling 
vf uncertainty, but the abandonment of 
the proposed war levy should do a great 
deal to restore confidence. A good start 
has been made to discourage speculation, 
and it has had excellent results. That a 
further rise in the Bank rate, however,

It is recognised that Mr. J. H. Thomas 
has done his best to bring about peace, 
and, though his attitude may have given 
offen:e to some of the members of his 
union in Ireland, it has met with general 
approval on this side among the railway 
workers. The Irish situation is causing 
considerable anxiety among the ranks of 
the trade unionists—a fact revealed by 
the action of the Triple Alliance. A meet- 
ing/of the Alliance has been suggested, 
but} it has not taken place, and there 
seems tu be no probability at present of 
such a meeting. The situation may clear 
in the course of the next few days, now 
that both sides have come into the open. 

Colonel Ashley will ask the Chief Secre- 
tary to-morrow if he will state the total 
amount af the claims for compensation 
arising out of the malicious destruction of 
property in Ireland since the beginning 
of the present year. 

On Tuesday Lord Winterton will ask 
the Secretary for War whether he proposes 
to hold an inquiry into the cirgumstances 
surrounding the recent overpowering of 
an armed guard in Dublin without any 
member of the guard in question firing a 
shot. 

Viscount Duncannon and Sir W. Joyn- 
son-Hicks have put on the Order Paper a 
proposed fourth schedule for the Govern- 
ment of Ireland Bill. 1t is in the follow- 
ing terms:—“I hereby declare that, if 
elected to the House of Commons (of 
Southern or Northern Ireland), I shall do 
all acts and things required to enable me 
to|sit and vote in the said House within 
one month after I am elected, if. the said 
House is then sitting, and, if not, within 
one month after the commencement of the 
next ensuimg session, unless such House is 
sooner dissolved, or unless I am prevented 
by unforeseen and unavoidable circum- 
stances, in which case I shall, as soon, as 
may be thereafter, do all such acts and 
things as aforesaid.’’ 

Yesterday was the fourth anniversary 
of the death of Lord Kitchener, and, 
though the event was not generally com- 
memorated owing to the fact that the 
King’s birthday was being kept, it was 
not forgotten. A Kitchener memorial 
chapel is steadily being prepared in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, just inside the west 
entrance, and, though the work is at 
present concealed by the great wall of the 
building, the time is approaching when 
the chapel—a very beautiful construction 
-~-will be on view through a grill. | 

M. Krassin, the Soviet representative, 
is to meet some of the Cabinet Ministers 
at Downing street again to-morrow after- 
noon, but it is rumoured that his negotia- 
tions are not making very great progress. 
The Government have not yet received a 
perfectly straightforward answer to their 
request for the liberation of British 
pmsoners, the safeguarding of our in- 
terests in the East, and some proof of the 
assertions that Russia is in a position to 
send grain and raw materials in exchange 
for our goods. Dennite and explicit 
answers are required on all these points. 
In the meanwhile, M. Krassin seems to 
be making preparation for a long stay, 
for he has taken a flat in Mayfair and 
offices in Bond street. 

The Handel Festival is to be revived 
at the Crystal Palace on June 19th, under 
the direction of Sir Frederic Cowen. The 
atrangements for the festival have just 
en completed, and most satisfactory re- 
ilts have been obtained from the weekly 
hearsals held at the Westminster 
Chapel.

Again, the quality of the seam varied from 
place to place, so that a miners earnings were 
entirely dependent on hig locality. “The cowl, 
after sorting and grading, contained about 
3 or 4 per cent. of stone on the average. 

After the revolution the miners invented a 
paradise for themselves by declaring that every 
ton cut should be paid for at the saine rate, 
regardless of the stone content. The result is 
that the coal delivered to the faetories through. 
out Germany to-day contains 49 per cent. of 
stone in many cases. Not only does this re- 
present a decreased heat capacity in the coa 
but transport, which is to-day so valuable, is 
squandered in the transport of useless ston, 
and the factory plants suffer from the necessit) 
of incessantly removing a foreign substance 
from the furnaces. In the face of the present 
outlook, which demande a universal reduction 
of wages, the solution of this problem ie an 
outstanding difficulty. The mimer ig workin: 
less time, and is producing an inferior stu 
He must be induced to deliver only a useeb'- 
mineral, but for his trouble iw to get less 
wages. 

The matter éf the fixing of wages is mot a 
simple agreement between mine-owner and me 
There is a scale of raies for every district, wit 
conditions attaching to them. These scales 
arise, first of all, as the result of private 
agreement between owner and men. The tois 
number of mines in Germany is over «x 
hundred; hence in every district there is a cou- 
siderable number of mines. The separate con- 
tracts tend, however, to resemble one another 
and when it is found that, for e majogity of 
the workers in any one district, the conditions 
are identical or almost so, then, at the imstiz:- 
tion either of employers or employés, this 
scale becomes the legal fixed scale for the 
whole _— district. That is to sar, i 
employers ‘are bound to adopt 
rates set by ueage for the mejority 
the workers. By the application of strictly 
logical processes the employers eould elaim th- 
right to apply the law when, in a market e' 
falling labour prices, more than £0 per cent 
of the employés had agreed to accept a given 
reduction—thet is, the emplorers ought to hare 
the right to mako it operative in the who! 
trade. 

One can well tmagine, however, that there 
will be an incessant struggle to keep the wag- 
as high as possible. The works’ councils, be 
fore referred to, will act in this case as an edu- 
cative medium, inasmuch as they provide an 
automatic legal channel for keeping emplorer 
and miners iv a constant, cxchange of view 
Moreover, as these councils have acess io the 
transactions of the boards of directors and tbe 
belance-sheets of the mine, they are in a pr#- 
lion to offer authoritative end impersonal ad- 
vice to the mimer in the matter of considera- 
tion of reduced income. One tendency will help 
the matter. Both foodstuffa and clothinz 
materials, the prime necessaries of life, come 
mainly from other countries. Germanys fum 
tion in industry is to work up raw materials i 
her factories and charge the outside world fe 
her labour.

LABOUR AND IRELAND. 
In an editorial article iceday The Times says 
—In bis meeiing. with a deputation of the 
National Union of Railwaymen on the Irish 
munitions strike Mr. Lieyd George faced at 
least two issues of high importance. The first 
girectly mvolved the right of the established 
Governmgmt to discharge a duty inseparable 
from tbe task entrusted to them. Irish Labour 
has sought by taking “' direct action” to hamper 
the use of military power in a grave conflict 
with insurgency in Ireland. To repre- 
sentatives of British Labour, who came in order 
to explain such action, the Prime Minister of 
this country could give but one answer. We 
are glad that Mr, Lloyd George delivered it 
unequivocally and without hesitation. In facing 
an issue of that kind be should receive the sup- 
pert of all sound opinion in the country. The 
second issue was less apparent. The question 
of Irish self-government affects the whole 
future relationship of this nation with the Irish 
people. British Labour holds strong views 
upon the principles which should underlie 
an Irish setilement—views largely ai, vari- 
ance with those .of the. Government. Yet 
Labour ia an integral part of our social and 
itical system, and wields am increasing In- 
fluence in every national concern, We may, 
therefore, ask whether, in their preperation of 
a great constitutional reform, the Government 
have, indeed, given sufficient weight to British 
opinion. Few, even in the Labour

MILITARY PATROL 
~ SURPRISED. 


ARMS AND BICYCLES 
CAPTURED. 
— 

A DARING AND WELI- 
PLANNED OUTRAGE. 


Telographing last night, our Cork Correspon- 
dent says—At 10 o'clock on Saturday night, near 
i Co. Cork, eleven soldiers and one 
policeman, who formed a cycling patrol, were 
ambushed and deprived of their arms and 
bicycles. 
‘The patro] set out from their base at Midleton 
Police Barracks at 9 o'clock and cycled slowly, 
two abreast, in the direction of Cork. They 
noticed an unusual number of people abroad, 
but as it was still broad daylight and the 
weather fine and warm, they had not the least 
suspicion of what was really astir. 

The police constable was at the head of the 
party, as the military were not familiar with 
the roads of the district, and when they had 
traversed four miles and were approaching the 
village of Carrigtwohill they noticed ahead the 
common sight on Irish roads of two men en- 
gaged in a bowling match, with about fifty 
spectators lining each side of the,road. As the 
patrol approached, the players ceased bowling 
to let them pass, and their backers left the 
centre of the road also clear. 

The soldiers and policemen cycled leisurely, 
and when they were in. the middle of the crowd 
the entire lot suddenly whipped out revolvers 
and, knocking the patrol! off their bicycles, put 
the weapons to their heads and overpowere 
them. There were at least five civilians for every 
cyclist. 

Resistance under the circumstances was hope- 
less, as the little force had not time to use 
their weapons. The cleven rifles of the soldiers 
and the revolver of the constable were carried 
off, ether with their bicycles, and they were 
obliged to return to Midleton on foot. None of 
the patrol received physical injuries, beyon 
mae handling in the first rush of the ambuse 
cade. 

Some time later the bicycles were all re 
covered, some on the roadside and others in the 
fields adjacent to ihe spot where the men were 
disarmed. 

In conjunction with this daring cop, a clever 
sortie was carried out against. the Midleton 
Police Barracks to keep its garrison busy for a 
time, so that aid could not be sent to the patrol. 
Without a moment’s warning shots rang out 
and the windows of the barrack were shat- 
tered. The occunants quickly went to their 
stations and returned the fire. About fifty or 
sixty shots were exchanged, and the 
ceased as snddenlv as it had commenced. 


It probably had the desired effect of making | 


the rarrison remain indoors until the return of 
the disarmed patrol about an hour later. 

The Press Association states that the military 
portion of the natrol was made up of men of 
the Cameron Highlanders, who carried rifles 
with fixed bavonets. The patrol proceeded to 
Midleton on foot.

An aeridhracht was held this after- 
noon, and three policemen—Sergeant Holland 
and Constables Rossdale and Rafferty—were 
sent to Cullyhanna on duty. ; 
the village had been burned down within the 
past few months and the police removed. . 

The police state that at cight o'clock to-night 
they were standing about three hundred yards 
from the ruins of the barracks when five men 
came elong. One of the number shouted “ Up, 
Dublin,” and instantly all five discharged 
revolver shots at the police. 
turned the fire, and a sharp duel ensued. 

Sergeant Holland received five bullet wounds, 
two in the stomach, two in the left arm, and he 
was shot through the right wrist. 
was badly injured he had discharged the seven 
shots from his revolver and reloaded the 
weapon. He had his revolver with him when 
taken to hospital. 

Constable Rossdale has a bullet wound in the 
left temple. He also discharged the contents of 
his revolver, which was subsequently taken from 
him by one,of the attackers. What happened 
to Constable’ Rafferty kaewn. 
After the duel, when attackere 
had left, he could. be found, 
and up to midnight his whereabouts were 
unknown. 

A passing motor removed the injured sergeant 
and Constable Rosedale to Dundalk, where they 
were treated by Doctor Gill. 
subsequently taken to the Louth Infirmary. In 
Sergeant Holland's clothes was found a bullet 
from an automatic revolver.

A father and two sons from 
the sunken lighter Sunshine were picked up, 
and from another the entire crew of eight were 


saved. 

The efforts of the tugboats are deserving of 
high praise, hoth in regard to saving the men 
in danger of drowning and to rounding up the 
helpless barges. 

The occurrence was witnessed br many 
hundreds of ferry passengers crossing between 
Liverpool and Birkenhead and Wallasey. 

ENORMOUS GAMAGE. 

The loss of property is exceptionally heavv. 
Computations have been made which place tho 
total damage lergely in excess of half a million. 
All the barges were laden with either ooaj or 
grain, and most of this is gone or rumed.
